Electrical 
experts in 
building 
rules call 

AN electricians’ trade asso¬ 
ciation has called for chang¬ 
es in building regulations 
after a court heard how a 
West Bromwich mother died 
after being electrocuted. 

The electrical circuits in 
22-year-old Emma Shaw’s 
flat had been signed off and 
certified, but around 18 
months later she died as a 
result of a fault that had not 
been picked up. 

Neil Hoult, 53, of Dane 
Terrace, Rowley Regis, was 
the qualified supervisor 
who signed the certification 
documents, and was found 
guilty at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court of breaching 
health and safety law before 
being fined £1,000. 

And now the National 
Association of Professional 
Inspectors and Testers, 
NAPIT, has claimed the case 
has highlighted long-stand¬ 
ing concerns.lt says the 
guilty verdict highlights the 
dangers inherent in that ap¬ 
proach to recognising elec¬ 
trical competence. 

Its chairman Frank Ber¬ 
tie said: “The NAPIT Trade 
Association has consistently 
opposed the industry model 
of focusing on a qualified 
supervisor, a model which 
runs too great a risk of work 
being completed by install¬ 
ers who may be neither 
properly trained nor genu¬ 
inely monitored.”

RENT FEAR OVER 
LICENCE SCHEME 


A PROPOSED licence scheme to 
check rogue private landlords in 
Sandwell has been branded as ridic¬ 
ulous and likely to lead to rent rises. 

Sandwell Council is behind a licensing initia¬ 
tive, which would be launched in six pilot areas 
which have around 2,100 relevant homes. 


The idea is to reduce anti¬ 
private landlords are help¬ 
ing to keep neighbourhoods 
clean. 

Council chiefs say it could 
ensure any rogue landlords 
look after their tenants and 
properties. 

If adopted, the plan would 
mean landlords would have 
to get a one-off licence for 
each property that they 
own, which would cost £150 
or £500 depending on when 
they apply. They would also 
be subject to a series of tests 
to become licensed. 

Empty 

A 10-week consultation 
is running on the proposal 
until May 12. 

Around 100 people at¬ 
tended a private sector 
landlords’ forum held at 
West Bromwich Town Hall 
on Tuesday to voice their 
opposition to the scheme. 

Among them was Graham 
Nock, a private landlord 
with three two-bed homes, 
from West Bromwich. 

He said: “The council has 
tried to make out that be¬ 
cause there have been five 
ASBOs given to people in a 
two-year period, that this is 
linked to private landlords 
but there is no evidence to 
prove it. 

“Some of the conditions 
they are proposing are ridic¬ 
ulous. 

“One is that a private 
landlord must make sure a 
resident has their bin back 
on their own property after 
the council binmen have

been to empty it. The doc¬ 
uments say if you fail to 
adhere to some of these con¬ 
ditions you can face a £5,000 
fine. 

“This is an anti-business 
approach in my opinion. 

“This is just another cost 
to bear and I have to put it 
across to tenants if it came 
in.” 

The six areas being pro¬ 
posed to become selective 
licensing areas, for up to 
five years, fall within parts 
of Smethwick, Old Hill, Tip- 
ton, Wednesbury and two 
within West Bromwich. 

Councillor Ian Jones, the 
borough’s jobs and economy 
chief, will be tasked with de¬ 
ciding on the scheme once 
the consultation is finished. 

He stressed more than 
16,000 leaflets had been 
sent out to ask for people’s 
views on the proposal and 
more responses were being 
requested on the consulta¬ 
tion section of the council’s 
website before any decision 
would be made. 

Landlords and landlords’ 
associations, letting and 
estate agents, residents’ 
associations and others are 
being consulted with. 

Similar schemes have al¬ 
ready been introduced in 
other parts of the country 
under legislation, part of the 
Housing Act 2004. 


Asda be costly cabbage shock for Jean

WITH food prices slowly on the 
rise Dudley pensioner Jean Hudson 
thought nothing of her high shopping 
bill until she left the shop. 

The 61-year-old from Sedgley had 
been out doing her weekly shop with 
her husband Graham at Asda Tipton 
in Gospel Oak when she realised she 
had been charged more than £50 for a 
small cabbage. 

She said: “We were at the checkout 
and we went to pay and my husband 
said that the bill was a little steep, 
but I didn’t think anything of it to be 
honest. 

“It’s not unusual for us to spend a 


little more if there is a deal on. I have 
been known to buy up to eight extra 
tubes of toothpaste or rolls of toilet 
paper and we had bought extra items 
including biscuits and a few items for 
the Tipton Food bank and coffee for 
my son, so I thought nothing of it.” 

After leaving the shop she contin¬ 
ued to walk towards her car, but she 
had a nagging feeling and checked 
her receipt. To her surprise Instead of 
paying 30p for the small cabbage, she 
had shelled out £53.55 for the little 
vegetable. 

“I wasn’t angry, more amused at 
first. We went back to the customer 


services and showed the lady my re¬ 
ceipt. She was more shocked than I 
was and seemed very concerned.” 

The store gave her a full refund and 
a £2 gift voucher as a gesture of good¬ 
will. 

“Although I found the whole thing 
rather humorous, some people may 
not have noticed and could have paid 
over the odds,” said the grandmother 
of four .A spokesperson for Asda said: 
“A system glitch meant that the cab¬ 
bage was scanned at the wrong price. 
We’re sorry for any inconvenience 
caused and we’ll ensure this doesn’t 
happen again.” 


£200m to 
improve 
region is 
planned 

A £200 million plan for the 
renaissance of the Black 
Country, has been unveiled, 
to bring 5,000 jobs, hun¬ 
dreds of new homes and 
unplug major traffic bottle¬ 
necks, including Birchley 
Island in Oldbury. 

The region needs to get its 
hands on a slice of Lord He- 
seltine’s £2bn Single Local 
Growth Fund, but will have 
to compete with other areas 
such as Birmingham, which 
is seeking £86.3m to kick 
off its own £440m five-year 
masterplan. 

The Black Country’s bid 
has been put together by 
the Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership, the joint body made 
up of business leaders and 
heads of the four councils 
in Wolverhampton, Walsall, 
Dudley and Sandwell. 

If the bid is successful, 
it would include several 
schemes in Sandwell: 

# The £35.6m regenera¬ 
tion of the Woods Lane site 
in Cradley Heath, moving 
three manufacturing firms 
to new sites and building 
247 new homes. 

# Wider approaches and 
improvements to Birchley 
Island and Junction 2 of the 
M5 to reduce congestion. 

# Improving Junction 1 of 
the M5 with wider roads and 
a new bridge. 

Bosses said it was impor¬ 
tant the cash would go to¬ 
wards making the region a 
better place to live in.

Family's disgust at 
£ik fine over death 



THE distraught family of 
a young mother who was 
electrocuted at her home 
have said they were ‘dis¬ 
gusted’ at the £1,000 fine 
handed out to an electri¬ 
cians’ supervisor over her 
death. 

Emma Shaw was killed while 
dealing with a leak from a boil¬ 
er at her flat in West Bromwich. 

The 22-year-old was found dead 
in a storage room by her partner 
Andrew Cross after he returned 
home from work to answer her 
frantic text messages about a pipe 
which had fallen off and saying ‘the 
electrics were sparking’. Her son 
Brayden who was aged 23 months 
at the time, had been in the living 
room of the Jefferson Place flat in 
Grafton Road, when she was elec¬ 
trocuted. 

Neil Hoult, a 53-year-old supervi¬ 
sor, had signed off electrical circuits 
as problem-free and was found 
guilty of one charge of failure to dis¬ 
charge a duty under the Health and 
Safety at Work Act. 

On Monday, he was ordered to 
pay a £1,000 fine - the only pen¬ 
alty available under the Act. Miss 
Shaw’s mother Diane Potter said 
she was unhappy with the sentence, 
saying it was ‘not justice’. 

Heartbreaking 

But she said she hoped it would 
allow the family to finally grieve 
properly as the court case concluded 
more than six years after her daugh¬ 
ter’s death in 2007. 

She revealed how heartbreaking 
it had been to hear Brayden warn 
her about putting in a plug when 
she had been near water when he 
was younger, saying ‘careful nan, 
that’s how mommy died’. 

She added: “I am disgusted [with 
the sentence]. She was taken away 
from us, and it was just a £1,000 
fine. It’s just not justice. I’m glad 
court has finished. It’s gone on for 
more than six years. I haven’t been 
able to grieve.” The court heard a 
victim impact statement from Mrs 
Potter taken before the court case 
concluded, in which she described 
hers and Miss Shaw’s relation¬ 


ship as more like best friends than 
mother and daughter. The two had 
spoken to one another on the phone 
when Miss Shaw was worried about 
the leak and the electrics. 

She paid tribute to her daugh¬ 
ter, a former Willingsworth High 
School pupil in Tipton, who had 
been working in the restaurant at 
Asda in Great Bridge. Mrs Potter 
added: “She was bubbly and confi¬ 
dent and had so many friends. She 
got on with everybody.” 

Miss Shaw’s father Paul, who 
now lives in Ireland, said he spoke 
to his daughter on an old mobile 
phone the day before she died about 
Christmas presents and had refused 
to throw away the handset since. 


He said in his own statement 
to the court: “She was in her first 
home, she was preparing for Christ¬ 
mas and a looking forward to the 
bright and happy future she should 
have had.” 

Hoult, aged 53, from Dane Ter¬ 
race, Rowley Regis, had signed off 
the electrical circuits at Miss Shaw’s 
flat as safe but investigations later 
revealed a circuit which fed an im¬ 
mersion heater in the boiler had 
been penetrated by a screw during 
the flat’s construction. Hoult had 
not been based on site as his re¬ 
sponsibility was to check the details 
on forms sent in by workers before 
signing them off. 

Mr Gary Bell, defending him, 


said a ‘catalogue of errors’ took 
place before Hoult wrote his signa¬ 
ture - and his role was not spotting 
anomalies on forms. 

Passing sentence, Judge Michael 
Dudley explained law set out he 
could only fix an amount the de¬ 
fendant could afford to pay within 
12 months, which is why it ‘may 
seem light’. The judge told Hoult: 
“Because of your failures and those 
of others who created this situation, 
you failed to detect a metal stud 
frame behind a plaster board at the 
house was live for a period of some 
18 months.”” 

Hoult’s co-accused Christopher 
Tomkins, 52, from Rowley Village, 
was found not guilty by jurors.

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Flood of 
interest 
shown in 
NEC Group 

THERE has been a flood of 
bids and interest from de¬ 
velopers wanting to take on 
some of the Midlands’ top 
attractions. 

Birmingham City Council 
wants to sell off the NEC 
Group to boost its coffers. 
The National Exhibition 
Centre itself and LG Arena 
are likely to be sold on a 50- 
year lease with the National 
Indoor Arena and Interna¬ 
tional Convention Centre in 
the city centre on a 25-year 
one. 

Council leader Sir Albert 
Bore said there had been a 
‘high interest’ from inves¬ 
tors in the leasehold sale 
which was announced last 
month. The sale come as 
the city council tries to cope 
with £1 billion of debts from 
equal pay claims. 

Conservative estimates 
have suggested the NEC 
Group, which brings in more 
than £2bn a year to the 
region’s economy and sup¬ 
ports 29,000 jobs, could be 
worth at least £300 million. 
The council has stressed it 
wants to ensure the current 
use of the 38-year-old exhi¬ 
bition centre, ICC and are¬ 
nas are preserved. 

The deadline for submis¬ 
sions has now passed and 
council officers are now 
assessing the bids before 
drawing up a shortlist. 

HiQ firm will 
double in size 

A TYRE and motor com¬ 
ponents fitting business, 
which started in Wolver¬ 
hampton, is set to more 
than double in size by 2017. 

HiQ, which now has its 
headquarters in Birming¬ 
ham, aims to grow its num¬ 
ber of fast fit sites from 120 
to 250. 

It has commissioned Bir¬ 
mingham chartered survey¬ 
ors CPBigwood to to seek 
out new roadside sites of be¬ 
tween 2,500 and 10,000 sq ft 
across the UK. 

The business plans to in¬ 
crease the size of its estate 
from 420,000 sq ft to around 
875,000 sq ft. 


Punctual airline

year in 2013. Independent 
figures put bmi regional 
ahead of Ryanair, Flybe and 
British Airways with an on- 
time performance of more 
than 92 per cent. 


Uproar over woodland housing scheme 


PLANS to build 13 new homes on an area 
of woodland have sparked anger - and a pe¬ 
tition to block the scheme. 

Almost 350 people have signed a petition 
asking for Sandwell Council to reject plans 
to build new homes on woodland at Thim- 
blemill Recreation Ground in Smethwick. 

Selbourne Homes has submitted plans 
for an exclusive development of large family 
homes to meet a growing demand for prop¬ 
erties in the borough. Proposals include 
four bedroom two and three storey homes. 


But the application has sparked a protest 
from nearby residents who say the wood¬ 
land is an ‘undisturbed habitat’. 

Mother-of-two Kelly Ahmed started the 
petition on Monday and said she is already 
surprised by the number of people who have 
responded. 

The 36-year-old from Gladys Road in 
Bearwood said: “Everyone is really upset 
about this and the number of people who 
have already signed the petition shows just 
how strongly people fell. 


“We already have parks in the area, 
including Lightwoods Park and Warley 
Woods, but they are used by the public and 
aren’t ideal locations for wildlife, but this 
patch of land provides a much needed un¬ 
disturbed habitat.” 

She claimed a number of rare bird species 
including woodpeckers and kingfishers had 
been seen at the site by people. 

“People have seen and recorded herons, 
moorhens, woodpeckers and kingfishers at 
the site,” she said. 


“It’s been there for 20 years and there are 
a lot of strong feelings about these plans in 
the local community. We don’t feel that this 
site is appropriate there are other brown¬ 
field sites that would be much better suited 
to this kind of development.” 

In its application to Sandwell Council, 
the developer said: “The site is vacant 
and overgrown with many trees within its 
boundaries. The site is a sensitive site and 
the aim of the design is to impinge on this 
as little as possible.” 


Crime scene sting netted 
police who 'stole' goods 


TWO police officers were filmed stealing 
cash and cigarettes from a fake crime scene 
set up in a sting by their own colleagues. 

Pc Mark Davis and Pc Neil Samuels, who were 
stationed in Sandwell, were jailed for 20 weeks each 
last Wednesday after both admitting one count of 
theft. Birmingham Magistrates’ Court heard how 
the pair were tasked with searching the house of a 

suspect. | By Adam Grinsell 

The officers were led to - 


believe the suspect was in 
custody with Warwickshire 
Police, for handling stolen 
property. 

But while there, Davis, 
aged 31 and from Oldbury, 
and Samuels, 33 and from- 
Wolverhampton, stole 800 
cigarettes and £20 in cash. 

They divided their haul 
equally between them, after 
discussing how much each 
would take. 

What the two did not 
know was that the house 
was a set-up and they were 
secretly recorded by West 
Midlands Police in a sting 
operation, after information 
regarding their activity was 
given to the police’s Profes¬ 
sional Standards team. 

The court heard that after 
leaving the house, on July 
24 last year, the officers 
then went back to the police 
station where they falsified 
records of the search and 
witness statements. 

Sentencing them, District 
Judge David Robinson told 
them: “These are serious of¬ 
fences involved a high level 
of breach of trust.” 

After describing their of¬ 
fences, he added: “You did 
all of this believing or know¬ 
ing that this would impede 
a critical investigation, with 
all of the consequences that 
might have had for the indi¬ 
vidual you believed to be in 
custody and justice.” 

Earlier in the hearing, 
defending solicitor Mr Mark 
Kelly told the court that the 
two had ‘exhibited genuine 


remorse’. He said: “It was 
not premeditated, it was 
stupid, it does not appear to 
have been of any significant 
commercial gain.” 

In respect of the ciga¬ 
rettes, Mr Kelly said that 
both had intended to give 
them away. 

He said that Davis, a fa¬ 
ther of four who had six 
years’ service, had a ‘depres¬ 
sive illness of mild to moder¬ 
ate severity’. 

Meanwhile Mr Kelly said 
Samuels, who had 11 years’ 
service, had taken the £10 
intending it as a ‘peace of¬ 
fering’ to his wife. He had 
encountered difficulties in 
his relationship after hav¬ 
ing a run-in with a violent 
offender who had HIV, 
meaning Samuels had to 
wait six months before him¬ 
self being given the all-clear 
for the virus. 

Both pleaded guilty to 
one charge each of theft at 
an earlier hearing, and have 
now been suspended from 
their roles pending miscon¬ 
duct hearings. 

Superintendent Tim God¬ 
win, from the Professional 
Standards department, said: 
“Police officers take a vow to 
serve the public and uphold 
the law with fairness, integ¬ 
rity and impartiality. 

“As soon as the pair were 
suspected of acting improp¬ 
erly an investigation was 
launched culminating in the 
dedicated integrity test and 
their arrests and suspen¬ 
sions.”

Robbers 
seen off 
by pair 
in store 

A SHOP OWNER has spo¬ 
ken of the moment he and 
his nephew challenged two 
would-be robbers with an 
axe - causing them to flee 
the store empty-handed. 

lyathurai Seevaratham, 
aged 47, was in the back 
office of Londis, in Tipton 
High Street, when he heard 
‘a loud bang’ from the front 
of the store. He turned to 
look at a screen showing im¬ 
ages from a CCTV camera 
and saw two men wearing 
balaclavas raiding the store. 

One of them was 44-year- 
old Alan Brookes who was 
smashing the till with a 
hammer. His accomplice 
was loading cigarettes from 
behind the counter into a 
bag. It took only a matter of 
seconds for Mr Seevaratham 
to decide to act. 

He and his 30-year- 
old nephew Thayaparan 
Karunakaran emerged from 
the back office to confront 
the raiders. Mr Seevar¬ 
atham had picked up an axe 
which he used to threaten 
the would-be robbers and 
between them he and his 
nephew forced them out of 
the store. 

Brookes was jailed for 
four years and eight months 
by Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last week after admit¬ 
ting a charge of attempted 
robbery.

Pipe dream comes true for supplier 


A Black Country company that sup¬ 
plies plastic parts for the construc¬ 
tion industry has opened a depot in 
Cradley Heath following a £250,000 
investment deal. 

Total Plastics Supplies secured 
money from a partner in China to 
help it develop and expand its suc¬ 
cessful uPVC building supplies firm 
started five years ago in Brierley 
Hill. 

The moneyhas been put into the 
creation of the depot in Corngreaves 
Road. It has allowed the firm toin- 
crease operations and take on six 


new staff. Thesupply hub is one of 
seven owned by the company up and 
down the country, including centres 
in Sheffield, Hereford and Studley 
in Warwickshire. 

Mark Mills, head of sales and co¬ 
owner, said: “We are working in 
partnership with our Chinese part¬ 
ners who are helping us find new 
products in their country and sup¬ 
plying us with them. 

“The investment has allowed our 
company to expand faster than we 
had expected. They already supply 
around £20m of plastics to the UK, 


but we have provided them a way to 
come into the country as direct sup¬ 
pliers to both the trade and people 
interested in DIY.” 

The business started as a small 
firm making £250,000 in its first 
year, but it now rakes in more than 
£3 million a year and supplies com¬ 
panies across the nation. 

Mr Mills, who grew up in Cradley 
Heath, said: “Fifteen years ago, be¬ 
fore we even set up the business, I 
had dreams of taking over this place 
and now we have it. The new prem¬ 
ises are allowing us to expand even 


further. Looking back over the last 
five years we have done extremely 
well and we have high hopes of ex¬ 
panding again in future. We already 
have a lot of people coming in to see 
what we are doing.” 

Thanks to its new partnership 
the firm can now bring in three to 
four containers every month from 
China, each with containing around 
22 tons of plastic products. 

Managing director Dean Davis 
said: “Thanks to our new Chinese 
investors and we have a bright fu¬ 
ture ahead.” 


Knotweed fears set 


doctor on tragic path

A DOCTOR bludgeoned his 
wife to death before killing 
himself over fears Japa¬ 
nese Knotweed was blight¬ 
ing their home, an inquest 
heard. 

Kenneth McRae, aged 52, bat¬ 
tered his wife Jane, 55, with a 
bottle of perfume at their home 
in Rowley Regis. He then took 
his own life by cutting his wrists 
and throat. 

In a suicide note left for police 
who discovered the pair on July 17, 
Mr McRae said the growth of the 
weed into their back garden from 
Rowley Regis Golf Course had Ted 
to my growing madness’. 

An inquest at Smethwick Council 
House heard how Mrs McRae, who 
was found in a bed on the second 
floor, had been dead for ‘several 
days’ prior her husband’s suicide. 

Dectective Inspector Derek Pack¬ 
man read the suicide note, which 
was signed by Mr McRae. 

Disturbed 

It said: “I believe I was not an evil 
man until the balance of my mind 
was disturbed by the fact that there 
is a patch of Japanese Knotweed 
which has been growing over our 
boundary fence on the Rowley Regis 
Golf Course.” 

Mr McRae, who had a doctorate 
in science, said he tried to curb the 
problem by cutting it down, but 
said the weed ‘proved impossible to 
stop’ and had made their four-storey 
house in Bryan Budd Close unsale¬ 
able. 

The note continued: “The worry 
of it migrating on to our garden 
and subsequently undermining the 
structure over the next few years, 
with consequent legal battles which 
we won’t win, has led to my growing 
madness. 

“Jane and I were a very private 
couple, we chose to have no real 
friends. But the despair has got so 
bad that I have killed her, as I did 
not want her to be alone without in¬ 


come when I killed myself.” Their 
adopted son Mark McRae was at the 
inquest. He was adopted by the cou¬ 
ple aged eight in 1995. He first lived 
with them in Oldbury before mov¬ 
ing to Sledmore Road in Dudley. 
However, when aged 17, he moved 
to Weston-super-Mare, the town his 
birth family lived. 

After being alerted by a cousin, 
he found stories on the internet 
about the tragedy and contacted 
police. 

The 27-year-old freelance pho¬ 
tographer said: “The police told 
me about the note, but I spoke to 
a neighbour and knotweed has not 
been an issue noticed. I have also 
lived here since August, and it has 
not been a problem. 

“I don’t understand it, no-one 


understands it. They had a success¬ 
ful life, they had money They never 
argued, and if they did it was only 
over small things. 

“My mother used to get stressed 
a lot, it is likely that she might 
have encouraged my dad on the 
knotweed. “Finding out what hap¬ 
pened was a massive shock though. 
I couldn’t believe it.” 

At the inquest hearing, DI Pack- 
ham said the bath in the house was 
filled with water that was heavily 
blood stained, with more blood 
leading from there to the bedroom 
where Mr McRae was found on the 
first floor. Three knives were found 
with blood on them at the scene, 
but only one was consistent with 
Mr McRae’s injuries. 

DI Packham added: “I am en¬ 


tirely satisfied he was responsible 
for the death of Jane McRae.” 

The inquest also heard from Mrs 
McRae’s sister Margaret Baker who 
said they last spoke at their moth¬ 
er’s funeral in 2001. Senior Black 
Country coroner Robin Balmain 
revealed that investigations found 
some knotweed, but ‘nothing of any 
great seriousness’, and said that al¬ 
though the plant was in the vicinity 
it was not on the McRaes’ property. 

Mr Balmain said: “This is clearly 
a tragedy. I get the impression that 
Mr McRae was possibly becoming 
paranoid, there’s no direct evidence 
of that of course other than what 
he’s done..” 

Mr Balmain recorded that Mrs 
McRae was unlawfully killed, and 
that Mr McRae killed himself.

The latest instalment in this 
rather tawdry soap opera is that 
Josie has now become pregnant 
during her new career as a pros¬ 
titute. 

Well, I suppose you might as 
well put your capital to work. 
Perhaps she should have bought 
her new assets through the En¬ 
terprise Allowance Scheme. 

In the meantime, an operation 
that would enable Staffordshire 
schoolboy Ben Baddeley to walk 
has been cancelled by the NHS 
due to a lack of funds. 

Thankfully, Ben will get the 
treatment which will transform 
his life. Donations have poured 
in from the general public, in¬ 
cluding an anonymous benefac¬ 
tor who has stepped in to fund 
the bulk of the £20,000 cost of 
the treatment.

Beauty in Birmingham? 

One photographer has 
taken her camera to reveal 
the city’s not-so-ugly truth 

IT HAD developed an unwant¬ 
ed reputation as one of the ug¬ 
liest cities in the UK but these 
pictures show Birmingham in a 
new light. 

A photographer has set out to 
change the popular perception of 
Birmingham for its residents, more 
than a million of them, as well as 
people further afield. 

Verity Milligan, originally from North¬ 
amptonshire, has captured some of these 
stunning images to illustrate some of the 
beauty around the city. 

The vistas seems to fly in the face of 
Birmingham being voted fifth in the 
UK’s list of ugly towns last year, with 
Hemel Hemstead being given the crown 
of thorns. 

The 31-year-old photographer said: “It 
has changed my perspective on the city 
by exploring it from different angles and 
now I think it’s very beautiful.” 

Evolution 

In one photograph, the city can be seen 
as it comes to life and the sun rises. 

The view captures the evolution of Bir¬ 
mingham from the historic architecture 
of St Martin’s church to the ambition of 
the Rotunda and the city’s multi-cultural 
development with the Chinese quarter in 
its shadow. 

To the right of the shot, you can ap¬ 
preciate more recent attempts to give 
Birmingham its own distinct identity for 
its buildings in the form of the Bullring - 
the appearance of which has split opinion 
since it was unveiled. Here you can see 
the silver shell of the Selfridges building 
glinting in the sun. 

To the foot of the picture, you can see 
the city’s attempts to reconcile the old

and the new with restaurants linking 
the church and entrance to the Bull- 
ring. The city’s new £188 million li¬ 
brary, which has drawn tourists from 
all over the world, is painted in its best 
light in another of the pictures. 

Designed by Dutch architecture prac¬ 
tice Mecanoo, the outside of the facility 
is lit with the soft reflected shimmer 
from the sunrise, as it bounces off 
Birmingham’s Hyatt Regency - two 
symbols of the city’s resilience in these 
austere times as well as representing 
two of its most striking buildings. 


Just as many of the best 24-hour cit¬ 
ies come to life at night, these photos 
also seem to make a similar point about 
Birmingham. 

One of the most eye-catching photos 
in the collection is that of Fox Hollies 
Park as night falls. The nature spot, 
known for its large pool and the variety 
of fish there, seems to smoulder with 
heat in the photograph as it is bathed 
in red from the sunset. 

As the city gives in to the onset of 
night, another picture gives a hint to 
more highlights of the West Midlands 


metropolis. With the contrast of bold yel¬ 
lows and the metallic burst of blue and 
silvery light, the still of the Ferris wheel 
and the new library’s underground 
rooms could well be a quiet corner of 
Hong Kong, but this photograph illus¬ 
trates some of the modern beauty that 
can be found right on our doorstep. 

The black and white view of Victoria 
Square underlines the permanence of 
the city’s heart - with one of its best- 
named landmarks in centre of view - the 
iconic Floozie in the Jacuzzi. 

The sprawling canal network, which 
represents both the city’s beauty and its 
industrial past, is also captured in soft 
light. The network is one of the city’s 
least-appreciated features, as it is even 
more extensive than that in Venice. 

Ms Milligan, who teaches video pro¬ 
duction, regular gets up up early in the 
mornings to get the best pictures. 

“There might be prettier cities, but 
I think there are parts of Birmingham 
that are absolutely beautiful, and worth 
exploring.” 

She also had wise words for those that 
would criticise the look of the city, say¬ 
ing: “If you explore any city and give it 
your time, it can change your perspec¬ 
tive. 

“The city is really quiet at sunrise, 
you don’t see it when it’s not busy with 
people running around,” said the pho¬ 
tographer. 

Birmingham has previously scooped 
a host of unwanted accolades - not only 
being named one of the ugliest cities 
in the UK but the famed Bullring Sel¬ 
fridges building was even voted the ugli¬ 
est building in the UK in 2008. 

Even the author Jane Austen had 
a pop at Birmingham in her writings, 
which to the city’s detriment, have been 
read the world over. 

A line from her book, Emma reads: 
“One has no great hopes of Birmingham. 
I always say there is something direful 
in the sound.” While the legendary au¬ 
thor might have had her own view, these 
photographs clearly show it is worth a 
second look. 


Poorest are 
paying price 


IAIN Duncan Smith has prom¬ 
ised to get to grips with Britain’s 
benefits culture, and make sure 
that work pays. 

Local councils across the 
West Midlands warn they will 
have to make tough decisions 
and cut services as they seek to 
balance the books. 

And then, caught somewhere 
in the middle, are the children 
of some of the poorest families, 
according to Children’s Com¬ 
missioner for England Maggie 
Atkinson. 

“The poorest families, and 
therefore their children, are pay¬ 
ing the price now,” she says. 

“We did in-depth analysis on 
the welfare bill. Families, parents 
with children, especially where 
there was already economic 
pressure on the households, 
would be ill-served by the wel¬ 
fare reforms.” 

Atkinson says not only are 
families on low incomes being 
hit by cuts to social security 
benefits, but library closures and 
reductions in leisure spending 
are also hitting the young. 

In an interview with Total Poli¬ 
tics magazine, the commissioner 
says local government cuts had 
also hit after-school and holiday 
clubs for children. 

Atkinson says Work and Pen¬ 
sions Secretary lain Duncan 
Smith’s welfare shake-up, part 
of the Government’s efforts to 
cut the deficit and encourage 
people who can work to take 
a job, had ‘not served families 
well’. 


Impact 


“I recognise, and our assess¬ 
ment recognises, that for some 
families Universal Credit would 
do good, would help them to 
make their money go further. But 
even with those effects we were 
adamant, and I remain adamant, 
that the welfare reforms have not 
served families well.” 

The commissioner says the 
impact of the Government’s 
austerity measures on children 
are not confined to the welfare 
reforms. 

“Future generations coming 
down the line may well have a 
better time of it, but there are 
children now who are paying 
the price in England, not only for 
the reduction in welfare spend¬ 
ing, but in libraries, in leisure 
facilities, in early intervention, 
in after-school clubs or holiday 
clubs. 

“All those things have been 
under such pressure in local 
government that many of them 
have stopped doing them. And 
that isn’t just an urban issue.” 

Atkinson is no stranger to con¬ 
troversy. In 2010 Denise Fergus, 
the mother of murdered two- 
year-old James Bulger, called for 
Atkinson to be sacked over her 
comments about the two boys 
who murdered her son. While 
saying the murder was ‘excep¬ 
tionally unpleasant’, Atkinson 
said she thought they were too 
young at 10 years old to be tried 
for his murder.

WHAT a bizarre letter 
about the date of Easter 
from P Jones! 

The British state can, of 
course, declare a public hol¬ 
iday on any day it chooses, 
whether or not the day has 
any religious significance. 
There is nothing in principle 
to prevent it from abolishing 
the holidays associated with 
Easter and replacing them 
with, say, the Friday and 
Monday of the first weekend 
in April. 

This is just what hap¬ 
pened when, after a trial 
period, Whit Monday was 
permanently replaced in 
1971 by the late spring bank 
holiday on the last Monday 
in May. 

As for a “Synod of West¬ 
minster” establishing an

Lutherans. In fact, there is 
no body that could legislate 
such a liturgical change. 

The General Synod 
has authority only in the 
Church of England. It has 
no power to legislate for the 
Church in Wales, the Scot¬ 
tish Episcopal Church or 
those dioceses of the Church 
of Ireland partially or 
wholly in Northern Ireland, 
let alone Anglican churches 
overseas. Jones’ suggestion 
is perhaps particularly inept 
in a year when Easter falls 
on the same day in both the 
Julian and Gregorian calen¬ 
dars.

Godfather joy for Pc Jon 
who helped Amy recover

WHEN Pc Jon Duckham 
watched in horror as toddler 
Amy Samuel was pinned be¬ 
neath a car, he thought her 
chances of survival were 
slim. 

But seven years later, he has 
become Amy’s godfather - and 
the eight-year-old is going from 
strength to strength. 

Her recovery has been hailed a ‘mir¬ 
acle’ and her family used her christen¬ 
ing as a chance to thank Pc Duckham, 
who has become a part of the young¬ 
ster’s life. 

Tears flowed and the congregation 
at Wednesbury’s St Bartholomew’s 
Church bristled with pride as the 
traffic officer and his fellow godpar¬ 
ents made their vows to the delight of 
beaming Amy. 

In October 2007 Amy, then just 
two, technically died for almost 20 
minutes following an accident that 
saw her crushed beneath the wheels 
of her family car. Pc Duckham - who 
has served with West Midlands Police 
for 19 years - arrived at the car park 
in Darlaston’s Crescent Road, near 
the family’s home, to find the toddler 
pinned beneath its back wheels. 

She had stopped breathing and, 
though paramedics managed to re¬ 
suscitate her, doctors at Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital told Pc Duckham 
- who was assigned as family liaison 
officer - he needed to prepare mum 

Caroline and dad Gavin for the worst. 

He said: “Seeing Amy on life support 
and hearing cherished memories from 
her mum and dad was the most pain¬ 
ful thing I’ve experienced in nearly 
20 years as a police officer. I had two 
young children myself. The following 
morning, as doctors prepared to switch 
off her machine, she showed signs of 
life and started breathing for herself.” 


He stayed in regular contact, includ¬ 
ing on rest days, bought birthday and 
Christmas presents and joined family 
days out. 

And four years ago Amy’s mother 
Caroline - with some prompting from 
Amy - asked if he would be Amy’s 
Godfather. She said: “Jon has been a 
part of Amy’s life since the accident; 
the bond they have is unbelievables.”” 


Amy still suffers some hearing, 
speech and movement difficulties as 
a result of her brain being starved of 
oxygen after the accident - but it’s 
not stopped her being an enthusiastic 
member of a drama group and a dance 
academy. And she is making steady 
progress in school too. 

Pc Duckham added: “ I am truly 
honoured to be Amy’s godfather.”

Cannabis 
stash was 
kept under 
the stairs 


POLICE found more than £2,000 of cannabis 
when they searched a couple’s family home, 
a court heard. 

The cannabis was found under the stairs and in a 
bedroom at the house where the couple lived with 
their three children, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. Dean Cooke was jailed for a year after ad¬ 
mitting two charges of possession of cannabis with 

intent to supply. ■ by Jon Pritchard 

He admitted two charges ■_____ 


of possession of cannabis 
with intent to supply. His 
partner of six-and-a-half 
years Lugina Capecci was 
given a three month sen¬ 
tence, suspended for 18 
months, for the same of¬ 
fences. 

Recorder Geoffrey Pryce 
said: “The aggravating fea¬ 
ture in this case is that you 
were using your children’s 
home as a centre for your 
drug dealing.” The court 
heard Cooke, 27, had been 
selling drugs to close friends 
to help fund his cannabis 
addiction, while Capecci, 24, 
occasionally took messages 
for him and arranged for 
drugs to be delivered. 

Miss Alka Brigue, prose¬ 
cuting, said police executed 
a warrant at their former 
address in Barrs Road, Cra- 
dley Heath, on May 29 last 
year. She said: “Officers did 
a search of the property and 
under the stairs found a 


quantity of plastic slip bags 
and a bag containing 68.6 
grams of cannabis with a 
street value of £680.” 

She told the court that 
in an upstairs bedroom, 
police also found a further 
138 grams of cannabis with 
a street value of £1,380, 70 
tablets worth £175, and 5.7 
grams of amphetamine. 

The couple, now both 
of Adelaide Avenue, West 
Bromwich, also admitted a 
third charge of possession of 
a class C drug.

Cooke was given two 12 
month sentences for posses¬ 
sion of cannabis with intent 
to supply, with a further 
four month sentence for 
possession of a class C drug 
to run concurrently.

NHS HEROES 


ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes 
from a wide variety of back¬ 
grounds, doing a wide variety of 
jobs, in one of the Black Coun¬ 
try’s largest NHS organisations - 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust. It employs 
7,500 people, many of whom live 
locally. Last year, the trust saw 
a patient on a face-to-face basis 
one and a half million times and 
provides care from 150 loca¬ 
tions. This week we highlight: 

WARREN CHAPMAN, Nurse 

Consultant Endoscopist 



HE’S the one you see when 
your doctor sends you to 
hospital for tests to diagnose 
your stomach problems. 
Clinical lead for Endosco¬ 
py at City Hospital, Warren 
Chapman has been work¬ 
ing for Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust for the last 30 years. 

Birmingham born and bred, fa- 
ther-of-three Warren sees over 50 
patients a week. 

He is tasked with carrying out 
endoscopy and colonoscopy inves¬ 
tigations (inserting tubes with a 
camera on the end into the stom¬ 
ach or bowel). 

He explained the importance of 
such examinations: “These tests 
are a vital tool in the early diagno¬ 
sis of cancer, leading to improved 
survival rates for patients. 

Essential 

“Happily many patients are di¬ 
agnosed with much less serious 
problems. 

“However, for the ones with 
potentially life-threatening con¬ 
ditions, the tests are an essential 
first step,” explained Warren. 

The 47-year-old medical worker 
has been involved in endoscopy 
for the last 20 and was amongst 
the first nurses to carry out this 
role in the NHS, as previously it 
was traditionally carried out by 
doctors. 

A prolific writer, three years ago 
Warren was invited to sit on the 
editorial board of the respected 
medical publication ‘The Gastro¬ 


intestinal Nursing Journal’. As 
part of his duties as a member 
of the board, he contributes and 
reviews articles for the nursing 
profession. 

He is also an inspector for a 
national body responsible for as¬ 
sessing endoscopy units across 
the UK. 

The assessments are undertak¬ 
en to ensure endoscopy units are 
working to the highest standards 
and adcrediting them to train en¬ 
doscopists and take part in the 
national bowel screening pro¬ 
gramme. 

A talented musician, Warren 
spends his time outside of work 
playing bass guitar in local band 
called Rudie and the Revolvers. 

With a name like that, it is no 


surprise to learn that the band 
plays cover versions of classic ska 
and soul hits. 

Warren’s wife is from the Phil¬ 
ippines, so it was natural for him 
to want to help after Typhoon 
Haiyan tore through the central 
Philippines last November. 

Willingness 

Rudie and the Revolvers raised 
an incredible total of £2,500 in 
support of the subsequent appeal 
for aid. 

He said: “It was an emotional 
event, but the reception we re¬ 
ceived was testament to the will¬ 
ingness of our local communities 
to pull together to help people that 
were suffering after this dreadful 
natural disaster.”

MIDLAND football legend Alf 
Wood is suffering from de¬ 
mentia, it has been revealed, 
reopening the debate over 
the health risk posed by hard 
leather footballs. 

The striker had spells playing at 
Walsall and Shrewsbury Town. 

He earned cult status after scor¬ 
ing two goals for Stafford Rangers 
at Wembley to win the FA Trophy 
against Kettering Town in 1979. 

The 68-year-old grandad also played 
for Millwall, Middlesbrough, Hull City 
and Manchester City can now barely 
speak and has no recollection of his 
legendary exploits on the turf. 

His wife Joan has spoken publicly 
about her husband’s illness after the 
family of late West Bromwich Albion 
striker Jeff Astle launched a bid to find 
ex-professionals also suffering health 
problems which could be linked to 
heading the old style balls. 

Suffering 

Joan, 67, lives near Walsall. She 
said: ““I’ve read all the reports about 
the Astle family and I’m in the same 
boat. My husband’s biggest skill was 
heading the ball and now he’s got de¬ 
mentia. I’m not a neurologist so I can’t 
say that’s what caused Alf s illness. 

“But, when I saw this (the Astle) 
case and the call for other relatives of 
suffering footballers to help, I knew I 
had to come forward.” 

Alf played 258 games for the Shrews 
netting 65 times. He made 29 appear¬ 
ances for the Saddlers, scoring two 

s former clubs passed on mes¬ 
sages of support to the free-scoring 
striker. 

Walsall FC chief executive Stefan 
Gamble said: “As a former player and 
member of the Walsall FC Family, we 
are very sorry to hear of Alf Wood’s 
story and the subsequent pressures 
that it places on those closest to him.” 


Last July, Alf s condition saw him 
move permanently into a care home. 
Joan is now a member of a support 
group and her family have embarked 
on various hair-raising stunts to raise 
cash for Dementia UK. 

“I never wanted him to go into a 
home, it was always a last resort,” she 
said. “But he had to for his own safety 


and because I could no longer cope.” 

Alf s dementia has caused him to de¬ 
velop a near-crippling back injury and 
to lose more than three stone. Yet, de¬ 
spite his frailty and poor cognition, he 
has not lost his sporting skills. “He can 
still kick a ball and catch,” said Joan. 
“The staff at the home always say they 
can tell he was a footballer.”

MEMORIES of water 
fights, late night camp¬ 
ing trips and footballing 
triumphs were relived 
as former members of a 
long-running youth club 
met up for a reunion.

In his first season, the 
club finished runners-up in the 
league and he also remembered 
one campaign which saw the team 
through to the semi-finals of a 
knockout cup. 

Mr Caddick went on to referee 
from 1958 in the West Bromwich 
Amateur League and Wolver¬ 
hampton Works League, before 
graduating to the Worcestershire 
Combination and West Midlands 
leagues. 

Of his time at Bloomfield, he 
said: “We had some pretty good 
players I remember. Our outstand¬ 
ing player was Reg Pulley who 


played inside left. I was hoping to 
see him but I haven’t spoken to 
him for years. I know two or three 
of the team have passed away, 
which is a great shame.” 

Old films of some of the club’s 
milestone events and anniversaries 
were played, as cine footage from 
1963-1986 had been converted into 
DVDs. Children could be seen try¬ 
ing to flip pancakes in old photo¬ 
graphs, while others captured old 
sports teams and bonfires. 

Roger Hill, the former boys 
club leader, and a retired former 
owner of CBS a Dudley architec¬ 
tural ironmongery company, went 
through the boys club and youth 
club himself before becoming one 
of its leaders. 

The 66-year-old, who lives 
in Mansion Close, Dudley, said 
around 145 former members, 
spanning four generations, had 
attended the reunion. He added: 
“For me, my favourite memory is 
just the comradeship. The club’s 
motto was loyalty and service and 
I think that’s really shown in the 
number of people who came.”

Driver jailed after he 
sped off with no lights 


A MAN who sped away from police after he 
was pulled over has been ordered to spend 
almost a year in jail for dangerous driving. 

Ricky Donnelly, aged 31, switched off his lights 
when he was being followed by officers, Wolver¬ 
hampton crown Court heard. Donnelly, sped away 
from police after they pulled him over when they 
spotted him driving after leaving a Wednesbury pub. 

The court heard he turned ■ by Simon Stone 
his lights off when driving H___ 


late at night and has also 
driven on the wrong side of 
the road. 

Recorder Geoffrey Pryce 
sentenced Donnelly, of 
Abbey Crescent, Warley, 
to 51 weeks in prison, and 
banned him from driving for 
two years. Donnelly admit¬ 
ted dangerous driving. 

Miss Alka Brigue, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “Police saw 
him leaving the Turks Head 
pub in Wednesbury with 
two women and he got into 
a silver Audi A4. Police fol¬ 
lowed him and had reason to 
pull him over and activated 
their blue lights. 

“An officer got out of the 
car and was speaking to the 
defendant. At this point, he 
sped off. The officers fol¬ 
lowed him and noticed he 
switched off his lights and 
continued to speed, travel¬ 
ling at 50 miles per hour in 
a 30 miles per hour zone.” 

She told the court the 
officers had decided not to 
chase the defendant because 
it would be too dangerous. 


“Officers let him go but it 
was a short distance trav¬ 
elled and there were no in¬ 
juries from this incident,” 
she said. 

Miss Jennifer Josephs, for 
Donnelly, said he pleaded 
guilty from the outset and 
accepted that his driving 
was dangerous. 

She said: “Of course he 
shouldn’t have driven his 
car that way. He was stupid 
and he panicked. 

“He’d had an argument 
with his partner earlier in 
the day and wasn’t thinking 
straight. No-one was hurt 
and there was no damage.” 

Recorder Pryce said: 
“This is a serious offence. 
You risked injury to the 
police officer. You drove off 
at night at speed with your 
lights off and put other traf¬ 
fic at risk.” 

Donnelly also admitted 
driving without insurance 
and a licence, but was given 
no separate penalty. He was 
also ordered to pay £100 vic¬ 
tim surcharge.

Life-saving Amaya is little 
star, sav medics in callout

A FIVE-YEAR-OLD girl who dialled 999 when her dia¬ 
betic mother collapsed at home has been honoured 
with a bravery award and dubbed a ‘little star’ by 
paramedics. 

Amaya Williams had only just woken up on the morning 
of February 15 when her 28-year-old mother Shekera Lodge 


suddenly collapsed. But Amaya jumped into action and made 
her mother a sugary drink. by Simon Stone 

It was something she had been - 


taught to do from a young age. 
However, when this didn’t help 
she grabbed a phone and dialled 
999 and calmly told the operator 
that her mother was not moving 
or speaking and directed them to 
her West Bromwich home. 

When West Bromwich-based 
Paramedic Victoria Poole and 
Emergency Medical Technician 
Karl Wilkins arrived, they were 
amazed to be greeted by the little 
girl who quickly explained that 
her mother was diabetic. Victo¬ 
ria said: “Before we got there, 
Amaya had put the family dog in 
the kitchen out of the way which 
is a very sensible thing to do. 
Amaya was calm and collected 
and even helped to make a piece 


of toast to give to Shekera when 
she came round. Amaya was re¬ 
ally brave, kept calm, answered 
all of our questions and helped us 
to treat her mum. She had never 
phoned 999 before so she was 
amazing. She was a little star.” 

To recognise her bravery and 
thank her for helping them save 
her mother’s life Victoria and 
Karl presented Amaya with a 
bravery award at Glebefields Pri¬ 
mary School in Tipton. 

Shekera said: “We’ve gone 
through the basics of what type 
of diabetes I have, what insulin I 
take and things to do if my blood 
sugar does go high or low. The 
fact that she was able to remain 
calm was really impressive.”

A new take on 
upsets the old 


W hen it was first announced, 
the BBC’s First World War 
season seemed to be heavy 
on documentaries (as you would 
expect) and little else. 

However, this new drama series 
should prove to be one of the 
highlights. 

It’s been painstakingly researched 
by writer Sarah Phelps, who has 
aimed to bring back to life what it 
was like to work in and be treated at 
a tented field hospital near the front 
line in France. 

“I hope viewers get a sense of the 
scale of the war, and that it comes 
from it from a slightly different 
perspective,” says Phelps. “Not at the 
Front, we are further back, but 
nonetheless this is where men were 
healed and put back together again, 
or not, and there’s a real sense of 
being at the cutting edge of life and 
death.” 

The writer, who previous worked 
with executive producer Anne 
Pivcevic on an adaptation of Great 
Expectations, took the book The 
Roses of No Man’s Land by Lyn 


MacDonald as a starting point before 
embarking on further reading. 

“I am amazed at the stuff I never 
knew, especially about the medical 
and the surgical and the nursing 
aspects,” she reveals. 

“I found looking at contemporary 
photographs at the time - cameras 
were banned at the Front but people 
sneaked them through and took all 
sorts of pictures - they tell an 
incredible story.” 

She adds: “One of my favourite bits 
and the most resonant for me was 
an ad hoc journal that had been 
typed up, and it was memories of 
hospital... 

“This tiny little description of the 
sound of a young volunteer girl from 
a sheltered background in England, 
who was now standing in a tented 
ward somewhere in France, whisking 
egg whites with a fork, to feed to a 
man whose face had been blown off 
- the sound of her fork against the 
side of the bowl - that’s an image 
that went like a knife into my heart.” 

Phelps has incorporated that story 
in the screenplay, and it’s touching

moments and details such as that 
which helped attract a starry cast - 
Suranne Jones, Hermione Norris, 
Oona Chaplin and Kerry Fox are 
among those bringing the characters 
to life. 

“I think with casting we got some 
brilliant people in,” explains Phelps. 
“Generally you watched the 
auditions, and you knew when that 
person had arrived. You know when 
that character is there! 

“It’s really exciting when you know 
that right actor has arrived and is 
doing it right in front of you. That’s a 
real thrill.” 

The first episode follows the 
fortunes of Kitty, Flora and Rosalie 
when they volunteer to work at a 
busy war hospital. 

They face as tough a battle as 
the men at the Front - although their 
fight involves keeping soldiers alive 
and tending to their often terrible 
wounds. 

By the end of the day the girls 
have been joined by Sister Joan 
Livesey, whose modern approach 
ruffles a few feathers...

Honda Tourer in good shape 


By Graham Breeze 

With more and more companies 
entering the compact estate 
market, Honda just could not 
afford to be left behind, so the 
Civic Tourer was a ‘must’ for the 
Japanese brand. 

The British-built Tourer brings 
a brand of distinctive styling and 
class-leading utility, while offering 
an impressive balance between fuel 
economy and performance. 

The Tourer has the same wheelbase as 
the hatch but is 235mm longer in rear over¬ 
hang which you would expect to have a 
detrimental effect on design. 

But it actually improves the appearance 
and gives the car a completely distinctive 
look, which is important in an age of look- 
alikes. 

Honda was determined the wedge-like 
profile would not come at the expense of 
space and surprisingly has managed to 
create a class-leading 624 litres of boot 
space, including 117 litres beneath the 
false floor. 

The space has been created by clever 
positioning of the fuel tank underneath the 
front seats, allowing the rear seats to be 
folded flat to reveal 1,668 litres of space. 

The Civic Tourer is available with the 
choice of two engines; the 1.8 i-VTEC pet¬ 
rol and the new Earth Dreams Technology 
1.6 i-DTEC diesel, and four generously 
equipped trim levels. 

Both engines come with a six-speed 
manual gearbox, while the petrol car buy¬ 
ers can add a five-speed torque converter. 

The diesel costs up to £1,210 more than 


the manual petrol, but is over 60 per cent 
more fuel efficient, 72.4-74.3mpg, against 
43.5-45.6mpg, and also emits far less C02, 
99-103g/km against 146-149 g/km. 

The entry level S grade includes features 
such as Bluetooth hands-free telephone, 
DAB radio, USB connectivity and 16in alloy 
wheels. 

In addition the SE Plus, the next level up, 
has rear parking sensors and 17in alloys, 
whilst SR customers will benefit from the 
new world-first rear Adaptive Damper Sys¬ 
tem (ADS), front heated seats, HDD navi¬ 
gation and privacy glass. 

Those who opt for the top EX grade will 
receive headlight washer, smart entry and 
start capability, sunglasses holder, interior 
blue ambient lighting and Bi-HID head¬ 
lights with auto levelling. 

Comfortable 

Up front is a comfortable place to be 
with fully-adjustable seats and steering 
column and the fascia is easily recognised 
as Honda’s with the usual combination of 
high quality plastics and easy-to-remem- 
ber switch positions. 

Every inch of space is cleverly utilised, 
meaning front and rear-seat passenger 
can be comfortably accommodated, but 
rising glass lines mean rear vision is not 
the best in sector. 

There’s no excuse for questioning the 
handling of this model because Honda 
has developed a world-first rear Adaptive 
Damper System, which automatically ad¬ 
justs the rear suspension damping force, 
enhancing stability and comfort. 

Another first is the option to add Hon¬ 
da’s new suite of safety technologies to a 
C-segment car. 

Based on the philosophy of ‘safety for

everyone’, it uses a combination of cam¬ 
eras, short-range lidar and radar to deliver 
safety in all conditions. 

The new Driver Assistance Safety Pack 
is available as a factory-fit option from SE 
models upwards for £780, with City-Brake 
Active System, forward collision warning, 
high beam support system, lane departure 
warning, traffic sign recognition system, 
and blind spot information. 

Safety Pack Two is only available on EX 


Plus models and for an additional £2,500 
benefits from all the features in Safety Pack 
One as well as automatic cruise control 
and collision mitigation braking, in place of 
the City Brake Active System. 

A comfortable ride and superb handling 
coupled with the versatile load space and a 
stunning diesel engine mean Honda will be 
competitive, but the questions will revolve 
around pricing, which with an entry level of 
£20,265, may put some buyers off.

If 23,000-odd Baggies fans 
were so minded, they could 
start court proceedings and 
sue the team for unneces¬ 
sary anguish brought on by 
their professional neglect.

The first was another 
out of Morgan Amalfitano’s 
rather special locker and 
certainly the best so far, an 
outrageous lob from a wide 
angle 35 yards out that was 
a triumph of geometry and 
execution. 

David Marshall, Cardiff s 
outstanding keeper, was 
both powerless and morti¬ 
fied. 

That was barely after two 
minutes and as if granted a 
blessing from God on high - 
no, not the deity but a cer¬ 
tain former Albion centre 
forward - they constructed 
another as the ninth min¬ 
ute arrived. That was re¬ 
served for an ovation in

support of the Astle family’s 
‘Justice for Jeff campaign 
and the old warrior would 
have loved the move which 
brought it about - a firm 
control of possession which 
preceded Amalfitano’s chip 
to Matej Vydra and the fine¬ 
ly-weighted lay-up on which 
Graham Dorrans pounced. 

Again the third goal went 
untaken and even if Jor¬ 
don Mutch’s equaliser lay 
somewhere between a great 
goal and a great fluke, they 
were worthy of its restor¬ 
ative powers.When Vydra 
and James Morrison failed 
to take the clearest chances 
for a 3-1 lead, Cardiff’s 
equalising goal from Steve 
Caulker’s header knocked 
the wind out of Mel’s team. 

And then that circus of 
a finale. Berahino worked 
wonders to set up the chance 
flipped home by Thievy. But 
then the young England 
striker streaked away on a 
4-1 counter attack a wishy- 
washy, underhit pass found 
only a Cardiff player. 

When Reid then squan¬ 
dered a second chance to 
restore calm by planting 
a pressure-free header 
straight back to the visitors, 
the seeds of Cardiff s defiant 
second equaliser were sewn.
